ical policy of the American Federation of Labor.” 


AIL A. F. of L. non-partisan political committees are 
urged to “cooperate with the officers of the American 
Federation of Labor in the support of labor’s friends 
who are candidates for office without regard to political 
party affiliation, and the defeat of those who are out of 
sympathy with and in opposition to the legislative and 
economic policies of the American Federation of 


Labor.” 


The executive council of the American Federation of Labor 
and William Green, president of the federation, in an official 
communication to officers of national and international unions, 
state federations of labor and city central bodies, strongly ad- 
vised its affiliates and members to withdraw all support from 
“labor's non-partisan league.’ of which John L. Lewis, chairman 
of the committee for industrial organization, is the executive 
head, and to establish throughout the nation A. F. of L. non- 
partisan political committees to back candidates in the coming 
elections pledged to support ‘he political and economic policies 
advocated by the federation and defeat candidates who are 
unfriendly to those policies.

of march and well over 5000 others 
ready to take a hand should the oc- 
casion require it, the little town of 

Crockett, California, witnessed one 

of the greatest demonstrations by 

labor in its history last week. 

The paraders, called from all 
points in Alameda and Contra 
Costa counties, gathered at Crock- 
ett when representatives of the CIO 
threatened to “take over the sugar 
factory” and compell all workers to 
join the CIO. 

When word was received of this

“back-to-work” drive. 

A few minutes after the AFL 
workers arrived in Crockett the 
CIO adherents were “conspicuous 
by their absence.” 

The CIO’s had gone fishing, they 
said, but 
didn't have what it takes to remain 
in a place like Crockett was that 
day. 


It was one of the best demonstra- 
tions ever witnessed in California. 
AFL workers say they are willing

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The Continuing Tragedy of 
Jobless Workers 


Despite billions of dollars of federal, state and municipal 
funds used to help the unemployed either by work or home re- 
lief, plus large amounts contributed by private charity for the 
same purposes, the shockingly large army of working men and 
women whom those who own and control industry refuse to 
employ continues to be the outstanding tragedy of our social 
order. 

According to reliable estimates made by the American Fed- 
eration of Labor the jobless army numbered 3,216,000 in Janu- 
ary, 1930. This number increased month by month until in 
March, 1933, there were 13,689,000 who were deprived of the 
opportunity to earn a living by circumstances beyond their 
control. By January, 1935, the number was reduced to 11,695,- 
200. There was a further decrease to 10,952,121 by January, 
1936, with additional decreases month by month until Septem- 
ber, 1937, when there were 7,513,054 without jobs. 

Then came the business “recession” with employers dis- 
charging millions of workers until by January, 1938, there were 
10,973,395 without employment. 

The constant and never ending tragedy of this situation, 
with its terrible suffering for the adult jobless and their de- 
pendents, is a picture which the workers should visualize at all 
times. It is vividly presented in the following figures compiled 
by the American Federation of Labor giving the total number 
of gainful workers in the United States, the number of em- 
ployed workers, and the number of unemployed workers during 
the years 1935, 1936, 1937, and January, 1938:

These startling figures are climaxed by the statement by 


Aubrey Williams, dtputy administrator of the works progress 
administration, that according to estimates of the United States 
Department of Labor chere are now “more than 12,000,000 un- 
employed men and women in our country, a large percentage 
of them willing and able to work, who cannot find private em- 
ployment.” 

As an effective remedy for this deplorable unemployment 
condition the American Federation of Labor urges the adoption 
of the basic 30-hour work week on a national scale and believes 
that under this shorter work week industry would prosper and 
the unemployed army would gradually be liquidated. 


Gyping Relief Funds 


Occasionally unemployed workers on relief so far forget 
their patriotic duty as to draw more relief than they are entitled 
to under the law. Occasionally, also, persons who are entitled to 
no relief whatever resort to fraudulent methods to obtain relief 


payments. When these gypers are apprehended most of the i 
daily newspapers, controlled by the business interests who refuse 


to employ the workers and thus create the necessity for relief, 
resort to big headlines and sensational articles emphasizing the 
allegedly dishonest practices of large numbers of the unemployed 
and call for a wholesale purge of the relief rolls. 

But when it comes to business men on the federal govern- 
ment’s business relief rolls deliberately swiping hundreds of 
thousands of dollars of public funds, the delinquency is com- 
pletely overlooked or very decidedly soft pedaled. This sympa- 
thetic consideration for business gypers of government funds 
was revealed recently when Jesse H. Jones, chairman of the 
reconstruction finance corporation, announced that 26 per cent 
of the corporation’s past industrial loans were in default. That 
is to say that 26 per cent of the business men who have bor- 
rowed government funds from the RFC have not repaid those 
loans.

Negotiations were underway this 
week at Fresno, Calif., to permit 
union shearers to return to work 
for wool growers who are willing to 
use the union label on their sacks, 
officers of the sheep shearers’ un- 
ion, American Federation of Labor 
affiliate, said. 

The organized shearers struck 18 
days ago for a closed shop, a uni- 
form state-wide wage scale and 
tagging of wool bags with union 
stickers. 

W. E. Breshnen, A. F. of L. or- 
ganizer said at Los Banos, that 
striking shearers would not picket 
or interfere with non-union crews 
which raisers are organizing to 
complete shearing, .

AFL Withdraws Charter— 

The A. F. of L. charter of the 
deep sea and purse seine fisher- 
men’s union of San Pedro, an or- 
ganization covering the entire Cal- 
ifornia coast, was revoked by Ed- 
ward Vandeleur, secretary of the 
state federation of labor recently. 

Vandeleur said that the action 
was prompted by the union’s C. I. 
O. tendencies, and declared that 
they were communistic influences. 
The charter affects coast fisher- 
men working from San Francisco, 
San Pedro, San Diego and Seattle. 

He said the American Federation 
of Labor would immediately organ- 
ize the membership in a new union. 
Label Display in S, F.— 

More than 5000 unions from both 
sides of the bay will participate in 
union label exposition at the San 
Francisco Civic auditorium, May

A. F. OF L. OPPOSES MORE| Well Known Unionist |“ 


POWER FOR LABOR Bb. 


Green Tells Senate Committee Bill 
to Guarantee Collective Bargain- 
ing in Federal Contracts Must Be 
Amended to Win American Fed- 
eration of Labor Support 


While agreeing with the general 
principles underlying senate bill 
3390 (introduced by Senator Wag- 
ner of New York), to guarantee col- 
lective bargaining in federal con- 
tracts, grants or loans, the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor cannot 
favor the provision that vests in 
the national labor relations board 
broad powers with respect to in- 
vestigating to determine whether 
the provision has been violated and 
to rules governing the enforcement 
of the provision. 


This was made clear by President 
William Green of the federation in 
his statement at the hearings on 
the measure held by the senate 
committee on education and labor. 

After analyzing increased author- 
ity over agreements which the con- 
troversial provision gives to the la- 
bor board, Mr. Green said: 

“This tremendous power of dis- 
cretion over contTfactual rights 
which is vested in the board—the 
power to declare covenants 
breached and to impose penalties, 
or to withhold their imposition—is 
vigorously opposed by the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor. Section 
5 as presently framed is wholly un- 
acceptable to it, and unless its pro- 
visions are amended so as to pre- 
vent conferring of such powers on 
the board, the American Federa- 
tion of Labor goes on record as 
opposing this bill.” 


FOURTH OF POPULATION 
DEPENDENT ON RELIEF 


One of each four people in the 
United States was dependent on re- 
lief last January, according to a re- 
port published this week by the 
social security board. The report 
gives other startling figures. They 
include both direct relief and work 
relief by the federal, state and local 
governments. 

“About 5,600,000 different house- 
holds received public aid in Janu- 
ary,” the board said. At the usual 
average of 3.5 persons to a house- 
hold, that means there were nearly 
30,000,000 individuals on relief. 

The board emphasized that many 
others needed help but did not 
get it.

DENIED LARGER FUNDS 


The organized labor movement in 
New York state and other progres- 
sive groups keenly regretted the de- 
feat, just before the adjournment 
of the state legislature, of the 
Schwartzwald senate bill providing 
an increase in compensation bene- 
fits for silicosis and other dust dis- 
ease disabilities. 

The bill amended the sections of 
the workmen's compensation law 
providing special compensation for 
disability and death caused by sili- 
cosis and other dust diseases by re- 
moving the $3,000 limit and by in- 
creasing the compensation benefit 
at the rate of $50 more a month 
progressively until July 1, 1943, 
when the regular compensation 
benefits for disability and death 
would come into effect.

Damages for Panay 
To Be Paid U. S. 


After the bombing and sinking of 
the gunboat Panay by Japanese 
airmen, the Japanese government 
offered the United States adequate 
indemnification. Last week, Secre- 
tary Hull of the department of state 
sent the bill for damages to Japan. 
It itemizes property losses at $1,- 
945,670.01. Damages for deaths and 
injuries suffered totaled $268,337.35, 
or a grand total of $2,214,007.36. 
Secretary Hull says that these fig- 
ures represent only the actual 
properly losses and a conservative 
estimate of damages resulting from 
deaths and personal injuries but no 
punitive damages.

England, during the last fortnight 
in October, with the exact date 
not yet fixed, according to an an- 
nouncement made by the I. L. O. at 
its headquarters in Geneva, Switz- 
erland.

NEW YORK EMPLOYERS 
FAVOR A. F. L. UNIONS 


Employers operating food indus- 


tries providing jobs for more than | 


15,000 in western New 
York began negotiations with the 
American Federation of Labor for 
the complete unionization of their 
personnel, 

A statement Issued jointly by 
representatives of the Food Indus- 
jtry of Western New York, the em- 
ployers’ organization, and union 
officials said “it is one of the few 
instances on record where employ- 
ers of any kind have entered into 
labor negotiations as a group.” 

According to the statement, the 
proposed agreement “will solidify 
the ranks of labor and assure peace 
and harmony in the food industry. 
Labor relations and 
|naturally be stabilized and the pos- 
| sibility of strikes will be reduced to 
an absolute minimum.” 

Sponsors of the movement said 
;one of its principle objectives was 
Ito stamp out racketeering claimed 
|to be prevalent in the industry. 
| “Ror some time,” the statement 
said, “the food industry throughout 
|the country has been subjected to

wanton racketeering and lawless- 
| ness. 

“We are firm in our desire to 
stamp out for all time such un- 


American practices. It is our desire 
to effect a just agreement which 
| will protect all parties and assure 
the public of a constant and nor- 
|}mal movement of foods.” 

The proposed agreement also pro- 
vides for the establishment of a 
committee empowered to arbitrate 
“any and every dispute that may 
arise.” 

The food industry of Western 
New York is a recently organized 
employers’ group with 98 firms in 
Buffalo alone, embracing manufac- 
turers, wholesalers, chain stores, in- 
dependent store groups, creameries, 
fisheries and green goods’ mer- 
chants.

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YOU GAN ADVERTISE IN 


LABOR PRESS WITHOUT 
‘VIOLATING LABOR ACT 


Since the passage of the labor 
relations act merchants have be- 
come skeptical as to advertising in 
the labor press fearing a violation 
of the act. Following is in answer 
to their inquiry received from the 
international labor press office, 
Springfield, Illinois: 

To Trade Union Publications 
and The Labor Press 
Gentlemen: 

Upon complaint of a number of 
editors of trade union and labor 
publications we took up with the 
chairman of the national labor re- 
lations board the question of ar- 
ranging somehow 


an opinion that 
would protect labor papers and 
trade union publications against 


what seemed a campaign to deprive 
them of their advertising under the 
pretense that the labor relations 
act prevents employers from spend- 
ing money that way. 

While no definite and final opin- 
ion has or could be had and for 
reasons well indicated in the fol- 
lowing correspondence, neverthe- 
less, the opinion of general counsel 
to the national labor _ relations 
board that—- 

“The Act does not prohibit the 


| bona fide purchase of advertising 


space in labor publications.” 

seems quite definite and clear— 
and as if to indicate the opinion of 
the board itself; without however, 
so committing the board, the gen- 
eral counsel continues, 

“As you know, the board does not 
decide cases in advance; but the 
board has never decided that the 
bona fide purchase of advertising 


| space is prohibited by the act, and 


I am sure would not so decide if 
such a case came before it.” 

It is to be noted the general coun- 
sel distinguishes between “a bona 
fide purchase of space” and the 
purchase of advertising space for a 
consideration or purpose contrary 
to the generally accepted purposes 
of advertising. 

By reason of the foregoing, it is 
therefore safe to assume that the 
trade union publications and labor 
papers are not prohibited in solicit- 
ing or accepting bona fide advertis- 
ing from employers or others and 
that employers or others are not 


| prohibited in purchasing bona fide 


advertising space from trade union 
publications and labor papers. 
Should any occasion arise where 
the foregoing is questioned in any 
way, we will be pleased to cooperate 
to the end that the rights and in- 
terests of our trade union publica- 
tions and labor papers may be fully 
safeguarded and protected.

PILE DRIVERS VOTE 
REAFFILIATION TO 
TRADES COUNCIL 


Decision of the warring factions 
of the pile drivers’ union to merge 
their membership ended the dispute 
which caused the tieup at Treasure 
Island exposition work last week, 

Withdrawal of about 580 pile 
drivers from the C. I. O., dominated 
by the maritime federation of the 
Pacific, preceded the settlement, 
which was voted virtually unan- 
imously by both groups. 

The return of the 


pile drivers to 


the A. F. of L. building trades 
council automatically lifted the 
“black list’ which has barred one 
faction of pile drivers from work 


on the exposition, 


Vote on the merger was 144 to 13 
by the outlawed factions, unan- 
imous by the faction adhering to 
the building trades group. 

Under the agreement voted, Dan 
Camphell, former’ business agent, 
will replace John T. Wagner, who 
had served as business agent for 
the faction; and C. J. Quinn, former 
chairman of the local, will continue 
in that post. 

Sawmill Workers Join AFL 

The federation of labor boycott 
was lifted against lumber from the 
Portland’s West Oregon sawmill. In 
Portland the federation’s sawmill 
and lumber workers’ union said it 
signed up a majority of the mill's 
workers, heretofore claimed by the 
C. I. O. sawmill workers’ union. 

The A. F. of L. representatives 
had notified docks and contractors 
that the West Oregon lumber was 
fair 

With the victory in the West Ore- 
gon mill, the A. F. of L. said it had 
reclaimed eight out of nine Port- 
land mills from the C. I. O. 

S. F. Council Backs Members 

The San Francisco labor council, 
following similar action by the 
building and construction trades 
council, is prepared to fully protect 
affiliated unions in efforts to carry 
out existing agreements with em- 
ployers, 

Strong resolutions adopted by the 
council, officially recorded the 
other day, charge that: 

Members of various unions affil- 
iated with the metal trades council, 
employed in vessel repair work in 
and around the waterfront, have 
been repeatedly “approached by the 
various groups and told unless they 
join the maritime federation they 
will not be allowed to work regard- 
less of union affiliation.” 

No dispute exists between these 
members and their employers, nor 
any of the other unions involved in 
this work. 

Some of these union members 
have been threatened by all sorts 
of intimidation and have been re- 
moved from said work by certain 
groups. 

The council endorses the protest 
of these unions against this “non- 
labor and unreasonable interfer- 
ence” and their guarantee that 
members will be accorded protec- 
tion in the completion of their 
work, 

It also pledges the full support of 
the council and its affiliations in 
the efforts of affected locals to 
maintain and protect all employer 
agreements. 


Bell Not to Be Moved 


Appeals of New York World’s 
Fair officials to move the old Lib- 
erty Bell to New York city for the 
exposition in 1939 have fallen on 
deaf ears in Philadelphia. Mayor S. 
David Wilson of Philadelphia, will 
not permit the old bell to be moved 


|again. Already cracked from top to 


bottom on one side, caretakers of 
the historic relic are afraid it will 
fall apart if moved again,
